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1, As prearranged j Source met with Subject on 18 Jan 1970 at 
14.15 hrs at Philadelphia North Station on Subject's arrival from New York 
City by train* The talk took place in Source's car and lasted ^5 minutes* 

Subject claimed to be going back by train to New York City immediately 
after the talk* The nex ^ meeting was fixed for 19March 1970 at the same 
tide and place# 

Following is the gist of their conversation* Attached is the copy of the 
"article" given to Source by Subject on previous occasion with a 
request to use it eventually in his writings 

2. Subject remarked that Source iras very active in the Committee 
for Ukrainian Catholic Patriarchate and he would appreciate it if he 
would ’’enlighten" him on the tofciC'ind tell him what was the latest 
development in this field* Source explained in general what the 
Ccar.tittee was doing at present and gave him the latest issue of "For 
Patriarchate"* To Source's remarks jibout Kikodym(s negotiations in the 
Vatican , Subject made no cods ent* Asked about materials on the 
negotiations between the Vatican and the Russian Orthodox Church , Subject 
replied that they were not ready yet but as soon as he gets them he 
will give them to Source* 

5* Subject told Source that Volodymyr Hryhorovych whom Source 
met in Montreal* Quebec was not satisfied with him « Volodymyr Hryhorovych 
expected Hourde to be more involved or rather erxg’aged in anti-extremist 
activities ( against Banderivtsi and others) and did not think Source 
was acting up to his promises. Source replied that above all he made no 
promises except for agreeing to enter into political talks with Sov.et 
Ukrainians and tuerefore Volodymyr Hryhorovych had no reason for 
being d'i.o3a. tisi'ied with him. 

4. Subject is .going to send Source some- additional materials 


on "extremists" to be used in Source's articles* This will be mailed 
to the POBox of "For Patriarchate". 



There will be so much of this material that a pdphlet could be 
published and Subject’s friends would finance it. Subject wanted 
to know if Sourde would agree to do it. 'The latter made no promises 
and criticized the other document he already had as bad and primitive 

advising not to waste time on such compositions.

5* As of Jan 6,1970 Sourtfe received no additional material. He thought 
it would probably be the same that was already sent to various Ukrainian 
institutions and individuals in this country o£ ZCH Conference of 1956 
( .Resolutions) and Bandera’s Letters JhcwBxikaacpaxfcB to Leraish and others 
in the Ukraine from the period 1950-1955. If so he would like to use them 
as an opportunity to '‘freeze up* his contacts with Subject pointimg out 
that the materials were partly falsified and delivered to other people 
before. 

According to Source he is losing interest i© the contacts with Subject as 
they are not what he expected them to be* They are not of purely 
political nature, on proper level. However, he would abstain at present from 
completely severing them as there was no need for that and besides , in the 
future they might still turn out fcseful for "our politics". Also, he plans 
to send his daughter next year to the -kraine on a trip, ~nd until then 
he would prefe^hfes V relations with Sovs only "frozen up". 

InAis opinion the Sovs have so far nothing to blackmail him xxd with and 
he was aware that his eventaal compromise would be extended |f® his 
friendsand the group. In hfcief, neither a severance nor further 
development of these contacts pA their present status would serve any 
useful purpose. 

6, According to Source neither the Prolog nor Mr L. personally 

were UnlilTTUT mentioned in his talks with Subject. 

7. At the last and at previous meetings Subject told Source that 

he was member of the Ukrainian Permanent fission to the UN in New York, 
lived with his wife at the Mission, had two children, one of them was 1 
year old} he stemmed from Bila Tserkva; in 1969 was uriving an old "Comet".
